His time of 1:05.1 in the 
final smashed his short-lived record 
of 1:05.4 set in the trial heats and 
replaced on the championship rec- 
ords the time of 1:06.2 set by John 
Higgins in 1935 at the U.S. Naval 
Academy. Following not far behind 
Merrill was John Bell of Lenox who 
swam the pool in 1:06.8.

Mon England, dead at 64, was irre- 
pressible. He was born of well-to-do 
parents, which assured him of a good 
education and family backing in his early 
business career.

Safe Boatin = 
To the Editor of rf ‘ 


I was not surprised to read 
[Hagle, July 18] Chief Calnan’s 
warnings on ‘‘boat buzzing’’ and 
reckless driving on local lakes. 

We of the Pittsfield Boating Club 
are in full. agreement with the 
chief’s comments. As the only 
“organized’’ boat club in Berkshire 
County, we have sent telegrams to 
both our senators and representa- 


tives urging statewide safe boat- 


ing legislation. 
While we do not believe a per- 
son should have to obtain a license 


to drive a boat we do believe a re- | 
sponsible adult should supervise 


a boat operated by a teen-ager. 
We suggest that our state lawmak- 


ers study New York’s new boating | 
laws. which provide that a water 


skier must be accompanied by two, 
people in a towing boat, one to pilot 
the boat and one to watch the skier. 
New York also prohibits skiing 
after sunset. 

We have instructed our club 
members in the rules of the water- 
ways such as staying 100 ft. from 


all other boats; 100 ft. from popu- 


lated shores and any legal skin- 
diving operations; and staying 200 
ft. from. authorized. swimming 
areas. 

We have also held courses in 
life saving and boat handling con- 
ducted by members who have com- 
pleted the U.S. Power Squadron 
courses. Although open to the pub- 
lic these courses have had poor at- 
tendance. We had hoped that all 


~new boaters and their families 


would respond. 

The U.S. Power Squadron and the 
U.S. Coast Guard auxiliary train- 
ing groups as well as our own 
members have proven that it is 


- not the large motors but the small- 


er motors propelling heavy boats 
that plough water making the dan- 
gerous large wakes. 

As commodore of the Pittsfield 
Boating Club I urge every boat 
operator to heed the advice of ex- 
perienced boaters in promoting safe 
boating on our local lakes.
